Evaluation of the Role of the Subcommittee 


In response to the need for interagency review, a highly satisfactory working 
level liaison and coordination function was maintained by informal contacts, 
particularly between the Department of State and Defense, the National Security 
Agency, and the CIA, dictated by the high priority tasks imposed on the trans- 
portation intelligence community, particularly those associated with the war in 
South Vietnam. As the pressure of higher priority requirements abates, 
the Subcommittee hopes to make further progress with the program outlined 
in its Terms of Reference. 
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
